1970 sponsored by the Junior Class with proceeds 
to the Martin Luther Scholarship Fund* 

The Informant reported that the allege newspaper and rad 
leal student? devoted their energies v:ard gaining offices la 
. the Student Government Association until the events of 6 May 
1970 gained their attention. The Informant said that In spite 
of efforts of conservative elements the radicals succeeded In 
gaining the presidency of the Student Government Association 
and continued control of the college newspaper. The Inforrat 
summarised the following events on campus from 6 H;y 1970 to 
19 June 1970: 

1* A Student Strike Committee was organized which 
immediately submitted demands to the college (see 
attachment number 2)* Student absenteeism from 
classes was estimated to be between forty and sisty 
percent of the enrollment, and rumors and threats of 
violence were widespread if the college did not agree 
to the demands of the Student Strike Committee. 

2* The American flag normally flcwn at the adminls- 
tratlon building was lowered a number of times and 
dissidents attempted to raise the strike flag. The 
above actions created Incidents between student 
radicals, cairpus police, and ROTC personnel. College 
officials decided not to fly the flag in order to 
avoid further incidents and ROTC flag raising and 
lowering ceremonies were discontinued* This order 
was still In effect on 19 June 1970* 


3. The Faculty ©f Arts and Sciences met In emer¬ 
gency session and acceded to strike demands by 
passing a resolution granting deferred examina¬ 
tions to students until September 1970. Any stu¬ 
dent wishing to taka advantage of examination 
deferrments were required to submit a written re¬ 
quest to the office of Dean EARNES. Other schools 
of endeavor at the college refused to meet the strike 
demands, and in general the resolution of the Facul¬ 
ty oT Arts and Sciences was considered unfair and 
discriminatory against students attempting to pur¬ 
sue normal studies*.*

said that nary complaints had been received by 
collegeadmlnTstrators from students not active in the strike 
movement. The complainants advised that the strike activities 
were widespread, very disruptive, and prohibited them from pro¬ 
perly preparing themselves for their examinations. These stu¬ 
dents specified that because they did not participate In the 
disruptions and undertook all of their examinations they were 
being discriminated against because the troublemakers harrassed 
, and were themselves excused from examinations. The Informalt 
said that the college is sensing the possibility of lawsuits from 
parents of students who became academically ineligible during this 
period. As an example of this possibility the Informat provided 
letters from one such student and his father (see attachments 
numbers ti and $) which are i ncorp orated in this report because 
of their revealing nature. forecast that the College of 

William and Mary will undergo severe ferment and disorder In the 
coding school year regardless of the natlotel scene because the 
radical elements control most student functions.

Tho unscrupulous terrorists have gone so far as to write counterfeit letters to tho 
local draft boards. They have purposely varied the stationary used as well as the 
ctyle, pons; penmanship and evon type'/rIters. 


Somo letters bear ficitlous names; others, however, bear the ACfUAL NAriSS AND XIA 
SaCdTCOCRXXX/.Y APOdeSdES OF ReSICrUTS. Thcso are either found in tha phona book or 
in HIG:1 SCHOOL YEARBOOKS and local COLLEGE DIRECrOuISSI And even Selective Service 
numbers aro fabricated, resombling those used by local boards I (This is easily deni 
since tho number is little mors than a simple indication of birthdate and board 
nunbor* - f »5 ^ <l4 123). But, although the board requests that all correspondence 
como with xk'dt tha writor's number, in actuality many forget to enclose it. This 
makes it Impossible for the board to antocatic.nlly reject those letters which do.n*t

What is more, certain letters obviously do not require an SS number; for 
ex-implo, those of the bravo young men who are writing in to report that they are 
now old enough to sorve their country. 


THE SUBJECT riATTER of the letters usuclly duplicates the authentic letters received 
overy day by tho draft boerds, Thuss eom 9 of then are, as already indicated, from 
young men requesting registration. Others request a CHANGE PI CL/iSSIFICATION. This 
can be done for numerous reasons; some, noting the stern warning on tho back of 
tholr draft cards, write to meroly Inform the beards cf a change in health, job, 
wife, otc. The terrorists* instruction leaflet lests examples, such as informing 
the boards when one gots a cut, has a cold, or sprained an ankle. This leaflet 
also suggests /non ser.d a change of address letter from everywhere thay stop vhile 
on vacation. Yet others request OWJSCffbTO’Jb OGJSCTCft for:o34 Others are from Irate 
wives and parents—and so on. The.variation in letters is far too great to 
enumerate. Nothing that wight possibly interfere with the proper function of our 
local, neighborhood draft boards escapes the notice of these sick brains. They have 
found out that as government employees, the dorks r.mtv>fc accept gifts from the

First of 
all, just that many we t id lc- -.kin* people XxiLCir aroiuyl in the office upset the 
clerks. Then ell the males w|io w.">rs registered vlth the Seattle boards mede 
written requests to see thoir files end separate written revests for each of 
their frie.xJs to see it (which they have a lct«l ri^lit to do). While each young 
man was looking at his file ho requayted the clerk to place in his file a stack 
of rr&xa subsorsive leaflets* pa.nphluts, ard newspapers ho had brought along 
(which the clerk Must do by law). This tied up the dorks with 0 monstrous load 
of paper work since esch of tnesy registrants requested now draft cards, saying 
that his old ons had boon lost, stolen, cr dostroyod, making noro work for the 
clerks and keeping them from the mora important work of sending notices to servo 
, your country to patriotic young men, *
